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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are pending in this application. Claim 5 has been canceled herein without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1, 3 and 4 will be pending. 

The applicants respectfully submit that no new matter has been added. It is believed that this 
Amendment is fully responsive to the Office Action dated January 25, 2007. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Theunis et al. 
(Journal of Invertebrate Pathology, 1999; 73: 255-259). (Office action paragraph no. 1) 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tanaka et al. (U.S. 
2006/0090220 Al). (Office action paragraph no. 2) 

The rejections are moot in view of the cancellation of claim 5 without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

As claims 1 and 3-4 have been indicated as allowable, Applicant submits that the present 
application is in condition for allowance.
